The western demo cracies and Russia have lo ng 
learned to endure and ig no re Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco ’s tirades ag ainst “ liberalism” and his praise o f 
his o wn “ perfect” state. 
But a Madrid bro adcast, fo l­ 
lo wing the three-po wer invitatio n to demo cratic Span­ 
iards to remo ve their dictato r by peaceful means, to o k 
a new tack which is almo st to o much fo r sto mach to 
bear. 
It was no t Great Britain o r the United States, said 
the Madrid radio , which thwarted Hitler's plan to in­ 
co rpo rate Spain into the Axis and thus do minate the 
Mediterranean, No rth Africa, and the Near East. 
No , 
it was Generalissimo Franco . 
Such a statement, in the face o f Franco ’s reco rd and 
co ming o n the heels o f publicatio n o f his affectio nate 
co rrespo ndence with the Axis dictato rs, is almo st in­ 
credible. 
Ho w can the Franco -co ntro lled radio expect 
any reading and thinking American o r Brito n to believe 
it? 
Ho w can it ho pe that American and British sea­

The new J ap co nstitutio n abo lishes war as the na­

izatio n o f any army, navy, air fo rce, o r o ther war po ten­ 
tial o r assumptio n o f the rig hts o f bellig erency by the 
state.

o f this po rtio n o f the J apanese co nstitutio n by all the 
natio ns o n the face o f the earth.

Greatly Simplified 
Then follows the request to the 
admin istrator for en dorsemen t of 
honorable discharge or certificate 
of eligibility for whatever the 
am oun t of the requested guaran ­ 
tee happen s to be. 
Below is the space in which the 
veteran will put his John Henry. 
It’s as simple as that, and a far 
cry from the old, complicated 
form which had lenders and vet­ 
erans tearin g their hair out by 
the roots. 
Here are some other new and 
simpler loan regulations: 
The only authority vested in 
VA is that of appointing local ap­ 
praisers to see that the price of 
the property involved in the loan 
is “reasonable.” 
It used to be “reasonable and 
n orm al.” Since few values today 
are 
“n ormal,” 
m an y 
otherwise 
sound loans could not be made. 
Discharge Is Certificate 
The veteran ’s honorable dis­ 
charge 
n ow 
automatically 
be­ 
comes his certificate of eligibility. 
He doesn ’t have to apply to the 
VA for one. 
Veterans who have no honorable 
discharge still have to make ap­ 
plication to VA for the certificate 
of eligibility. The VA takes a keen 
look at the co nd itio ns surrounding 
his discharge, and if they are not 
dishonorable a certificate is is­ 
sued. 
The n ew loan regulations also 
do these things: 
1. Increase the amoun t of the 
guaran tee to $4,000 on all real 


estate loans. The m aximum used 
to be $2,000. 
2. Exten d the time durin g which 
veteran s m ay take advan tage of 
their GI loan privileges from two 
to 10 years after the official 
end 
of the war. 
3. Exten d the period in which 
loans m ust be repaid to 25 years 
for heme loans and 40 years for 
farm loans. 
VA In sures Lo ans 
4. Provide for the VA to 
insure 
loans, 
instead 
of 
guaran teein g 
them. VA can insure 15% of the 
aggregate of loans made by 
any 
one leaver to any n um ber of vet­ 
erans. VA says this plan should 
broaden the scope cf credit as­ 
sistance to veterans. 
5. Allow the cost of a lot on 
which a veteran wan ts to build a 
home to be included in the loan. 
6. Allow GI loans to veteran s 
for delin quen t indebtedness. 
7 . Broaden and liberalize 
farm 
loans so that the loan may be 
used for practically every 
o rdi­ 
n ary farmin g purpose. 
8. Allow in ven tory and w ork­ 
ing capital to be included in busi­ 
ness loans.
